U bf coming really burdensome] and although 

Toronto is about building a new gaol for the 

arxorarnodallon of its own prisoners, the real 

difficulty of which the people complain, trill not 

be removed. We want a separate Asiixe 

Court, so that Jurymen from ih* country will 

not be compelled to siieoJ four and five weeks, 

twice a year, at a great sacrifice of both lime 
and means to try cases chiefly belonging to the 
Wy. Jurymen living in ihe cily can manage 
(o oursee their business and attend Court at 
the same time; but it is quite different rriih 
the farmer— ibe merchant, or the mechanit in 
the country, where weeks must elapse, acme- 
times, before he is enabled to return home. 

We hope ibe people will keep this subject 
in agitation ; and we also hope the Govern- 
ment will give the question some consideration. 
The evil is of great magnitude, and prompt 
measures should be taken to reined r it. Let 
Reeves and Deputy Reeves, in all the Town- 
ships, be urged to lay this matter before the 
Counties* Council, ar.d let lhat body move 
in (he matter by adopting a Petition praying 
for redress. If these functionaries will not act, 
then let the people agitate for a division of the 
County. The County has loo long submitted 
lo the dictation of the City, a »d it is now lime 
to stand for our rights. The municipal Elec- 
tions are cloae at hand, and \it hope the peo- 
ple will discuss this subject at the Town meet- 
ings— particularly in the North RiJin£. It 
not only effects Jurymen, but it also affects 
witnesses and paities having matters in litiga- 
tion. Were it not for Cily business the As- 
sizes for the Counties would oerer continue 
in session aboxe one week, — this shows at once 
the benefits to be derived by pursuing the 
course vie recommend. The question concerns 
every ratepayer and business man in the 
Couuly. and we Irust an effort will be made 
lo lemedy the evil.

The advertisement commences by slating 
" that having bad the subject of investing our 
portion of Ihe Reserve F*und under considera- 
tion, and'havihgfcarefully considered ihe situa- 
tion ol the,„'fownsbip in. reference lo its 
Schools &c, I;^»fe therefore come to the 
conclusion that the best and most satisfactory 
vvay ol* promoting the interest of the* Town- 
ship generally will be to Invest the nioiiey in 
some leading road, or roads, one or both ter* 
niinating.ai JCing Suiion,*- &c. lain very 

sorry that the Reeve has nnt given »» the 

fnodu^oper^mli^f that careful consirieralibn 
bestowed'dn the qneitioo nhicb enabled him to 

arrive at (io lumself) so salisfaclory a concliu 

sion. Wbatj'let me ask, is the situation of 
this Township in reference lo its School ? is 
it not simpfy r thrt,r-ib« peopl; of thia Town- 
ship, in eoinmoh with those of other Townships, 
are taied directly or indirectly to provide the 
whole fund ^et apart for educational purposes. 
This tax is not , a. temporary, but a permanent, 
caduring'oney r s6 Ion» as our present School 
System continues lo. exist ; and if no provis- 
ions be made "by establishing a fund, for the 
purpose, Ihe support and maintenance of our 
common school, must continue to be derived 
from ihe same source, and by ihe same means 
for all future lime. 

Now in deciding ihe question of ihe dis- 
tribution of the Reserve Fund, regard should 
be had to ihe original and continued design of 
ihe advocates of secularization.

majority of the people of Canada, has, each 
succeeding year, been echoed from Ihe Ot-
